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OWEN FAMILY HISTORY list 

The Owen (Owens) family is of ancient Welch origin. 
There were kings and princes by that name in North and 
South Wales and in Powys. Most, if not all, of the Owens 
in the United States are known to be descended from Welch 
| nobility. Owen emigrants to America began to arrive he- 
| fore 1650, settling in Connecticut, Massachusetts and Penn- 
sylvania. Early in the eighteenth century a John Owen was 
| living in Virginia, moved to Kentucky where he married 
| Mildred Grant, and had eight children: Thomas, Richard- 
son, John, Nancy, Mildred, Polly, Fannie, and Betsey. It 
is possible that one of the three sons is father of the Ezra 
Owen family, but no connection has been discovered by the 
author. The Owen family has been described as generally 
industrious, straight-thinking and of high integrity and 

intellectual ability. 


GENEALOGY 


EZRA OWEN (Mar. 17, 1770 - Nov. 11, 1859), was a hardy 
frontiersman who with his wife and family took up the 
westward trail from Tennessee to Arkansas and Texas 
before the middle of the nineteenth century. On July 
16, 1793, he married Lydia Vance (b. Feb. 17, 1780). 

When their five children were grown and most of 
them married, they migrated to Arkansas, making their 
homes near Little Rock and Pine Bluff. About the year 
1846 the entire tribe moved to Texas, settling in Lee 
and Lavaca counties. Ezra and Lydia themselves home- 
steaded in the Moab community in Lee county, near 
Lexington. They were very religious and members of 
the Baptist faith. Three of his children had Bible 
names; he it was who gave his community the Biblical 
name of Moab; the Yegua creek which ran through the 
community was called Jordan; a little hill near-by was

named Mt. Nebo. One of his granddaughters was called 
Keturah by this old patriarch whose very bread and 
meat was to read his Bible. They had five children as 
follows: Lydia, Frank, James, Shadrach Bond, and a 
daughter whose name is not recorded.

DAVID OWEN DODD 
Hero of the Civil War 
The Nathan Hale of the South 


DAVID OWEN Dopp (1846 - 1864), youthful martyr to the 
Southern cause during the Civil War, is not widely known, 
but in Arkansas his name stands for all that is noble and 
patriotic, and is spoken with reverence on the lips of young 
and old. Like Nathan Hale, of Revolutionary fame, David 
faced the scaffold with unflinching courage, gladly giving 
his life for the cause he loved. 


Two places claim to be the birthplace of David O. Dodd. 
One account, originating in Arkansas, says he was born in 
Pine Bluff, Arkansas; another less biased record and semi- 
official in nature is found in the Confederate Museum in 
Richmond to the effect that his birthplace was in Lavaca 
County, Texas. The records give his birth date as Novem- 
ber 10, 1846. It was about this time that the Owens and 
Dodds removed from Arkansas to Texas, so that we are 
left to guess again where he was born. However, the tes- 
timony of relatives still living who knew David personally, 
come to our aid, and assure us that he was born in Lavaca 
County, Texas. 


It was here that he was reared and received his elemen- 
tary education. At the proper age his parents sent him 
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to St. John’s College, Little Rock, following him thither 
while the War Between the States was raging. About the 
time Little Rock fell to the Federal forces under Frederick 
Steele, the Dodd family fled southward to Camden, behind 
the Confederate lines. They left an imposing residence in 
Little Rock, said to have been built in 1830, which the Fed- 
eral officers used as headquarters. Mr. Dodd, who seems 
to have been a merchant, sold tobacco and other goods to . 
the Confederate soldiers. In December of 1863 he sent 
David on a business errand to Little Rock. Obtaining a pass 
from General James F’. Fagan, commander of the Calvary 
under General Sterling Price at Camden, General Fagan 
jokingly said, “You know every foot of ground about Little 
Rock, and as a return for this pass I shall expect you to ~ 
furnish me with a detailed report of the enemy.” But the 
boy took the words seriously and went to Little Rock en- 
thusiastically pursuing his double mission. 


David had many friends and relatives in the city of Little 
Rock. He was a bright youth, full of energy, light-hearted 
and popular, and was received into the homes and hearts 
of all, gaining the confidence and friendship of even the 
Federal soldiers and officers. His father’s business required 
a number of days, and his extended visit enabled him to 
observe many items of the Federal positions. At work or 
play; in gay parties or at the banquet tables; on the streets 
or on the campus; in barracks or officers’ quarters — wher- 
ever business or pleasure called him, David was all eyes and 
ears for secret information regarding Federal plans and 
strategy. In his heart he felt deeply the trust placed in him 
as a Confederate spy. No detail of armament or fortifica- 
tion escaped him, though it was often couched in military 
technicalities and meaningless code. He jotted it all down on 
paper. In some way David succeeded in getting a friend 
among the Union soldiers to decipher the code secrets he 
had gathered, thus putting him in possession of stores of 
knowledge meant only for General Steele and his staff. 


Business attended to, David obtained a pass through the 
Federal lines towards Benton and Camden. At the last out- 
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post of the Union Army, well on the way to Benton, his 
pass was taken up by the sentry who said he would need 
it no more. On resuming his journey, young David became 
confused at a parting of the ways and took the wrong road. 
Soon discovering his mistake he plunged into the forest to 
intersect the road to Benton. A scouting squad of Union 
cavalrymen foraging for food overtook him thus slinking, 
as they thought, through the woods, and suspected him. 
He had no pass, and when they quizzed him, he refused to 
talk, which increased their suspicions. On searching him, 
they found sewed into the sole of his boot a memorandum 
in Morse code. They arrested him and under heavy guard 
led- him to Captain Clary,® a Union telegraph operator 
who deciphered the message and found it incriminating. 
He was tried by court-martial, and though defended by 
able counsel, was sentenced to hang as a spy. 


During the few weeks of his imprisonment, even to the 
very moment of his death, Union officials plead with him 
to reveal to them the names of the friends who gave him 
the information, and be set free. General Steele himself 
visited David’s cell and offered him his liberty if he would 
divulge the secret. But to the very last his answer was 
ae he 


January 8, 1864, the fateful day of his execution, arrived. 
An ominous silence seized the city, foreboding mob violence 
in an effort to set David free. General Steele called out 
10,000 soldiers and. stationed them rank on rank in a hollow 
square about the scaffold. David took his stand on the 
scaffold platform undaunted and unafraid. Beyond the 
soldiers were the tearful faces of his friends; further on 
rose the gray walls of his alma mater. The sullen winter 
sun seemed to hesitate in its course, and then sink sadly 
toward the western horizon. A final demand for the names 
of his informants. The final answer was “No!” And then 


* Captain Clary was stationed in a building between College and 
Welch on Third Street when the guard led David Dodd to him. This 
same Captain Clary many years later became president of Western 
Union Telegraph Company. (Vestal Rose Legends, Little Rock.) 
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his clear, boyish voice rang out across the mass of upturned 
faces: “I can die, but I cannot betray confidence; the re- 
sponsibility is mine alone.” The trap was sprung and David 
Owen Dodd was no more. 

No funeral procession was permitted, AND NO FLOW- 
ERS! Significant that one of the loveliest species of rose 
today is the David O. Dodd rose which grows so beautifully 
at his grave. The execution took place on the campus of 
St. John’s College in the eastern part of the city. His body 
was taken to the home of Mrs. Knighton (now the McGill 
Clinic, 505 Rock Street), and buried in Mt. Holley Cemetery. 
Next day Confederate women covered the grave with 
flowers. ; 


David’s parents, in great suspense at his prolonged ab- 
sence, set about to learn of his whereabouts. On the way 
to Little Rock, Mr. Dodd met a squad of Federal Soldiers 
who were marching southward under a flag of truce to in- 
form the Confederate officers of the execution. One of these 
soldiers carelessly remarked while passing Mr. Dodd, “Well, 
we hanged young David Dodd yesterday.” The news of his 
son’s tragic end caused his heart to break and to bring him 
to an untimely death not long afterward. Historians record 
the pathetic story of David O. Dodd with indications that 
the shock of his death was felt throughout the State of 
Arkansas. 


The high esteem in which the State of Arkansas holds 
this hero is recorded in paintings, sculpture, architecture, 
and literature. A short poem to his memory introduces the 
sketch of his life issued by the Vestal Rose Nurseries of 
Little Rock, who distribute David O. Dodd roses through- 
out the country. The poem is as follows: 


He trod a way by martyrs trod: 
David — David O. Dodd; 

Not even death his faith could shake, 
His sacred word he would not break. 
A hero went to meet his God 

When he went forth—David O. Dodd, 
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In his book, Poets and Poetry of Arkansas, Mr. Fredrick 
W. Allsopp of the Little Rock Gazette includes a poem 
written by Mrs. Fannie Borland Moores of Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, as follows: 


DAVID O. DODD (OF ARKANSAS) 


Who knew what passed in those long years 
In Arkansas? 

Who cared to mark the falling tears 
Of Arkansas? 

We knew of many hero graves, 

Where not one wreath of laurel waves, 

And not one stone a hearing craves, 
In Arkansas. 


Thermopyle is far away 
From Arkansas. 
And boasted heroes are the day | 
In Arkansas. 
Leonidas held fast the pass, 
Till men fell thick as summer grass, 
And one had that in his class 
In Arkansas. 


Rome has held full many a sea 
From Arkansas. 

But we read the story of the three 
In Arkansas; 

And one had read it every day 

And heard above his comrade’s play 

Strange voices call him far away 
From Arkansas. 


And when close by his college dear, 
In Arkansas, 
He stood a mighty crowd before,

Mr. Allsopp himself, inspired by the stories of, and me- 
morials to, David O. Dodd, wrote the following lines: 


Drums were beating, troops were marching, 
"Mid grim war’s tempestuous scenes. 
Outposts coming to headquarters, 
_ Met a youth yet in his teens. 


Captured by the Federal minions 
As a hated rebel spy, 

He was brought before the General 
To be heard — mayhap to die. 


“Tell me, boy, whom these notes come from 
And you gain a prompt release; 

Give the name of your informant, 
Then you go your way in peace.” 


Rays of sunshine, gentle breezes, 
Told the youth his life was sweet; 
Birds sang to him of his mother, 
Whom his heart craved sore to meet. 
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Yet he answered, “Never, General. 
I am not afraid to die.” 

Then he wrote to that old mother, 
“T will meet you by and by.” 


Old men wept — he did not falter, 
But obeyed his country’s call. 
There were protests — but by others — 
When he heard his sentence fall. — 


As no blindfold was provided 
For the poor boy’s saddened eyes. 
“Use my handkerchief,” he bid them, 
As he waved them kind good-byes.

DODD HOME 


Mr. Allsopp tells us that on the road from Little Rock 
to Hot Springs, just west of Little Rock, stands the old 
Dodd brick home. It was built about 1830. All the brick 
was made in a field near by. The timbers are of hewn 
pine, cypress and oak, and the hand-carved stair rails are 
of solid walnut. In some of the rooms can still be plainly 
seen the names of Federal soldiers carved upon the wood- 
work while the house was their headquarters after the cap- 
ture of Little Rock. It was near this house that David O. 
Dodd was captured. 


DAVID O. DODD SCHOOL HOUSE 


A beautiful school house erected to the memory of David 
O. Dodd was built a few years ago on the highway from 
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Little Rock to Benton. In the auditorium hangs a painting 
of the youth where only such men as Washington, Lincoln, 
and Lee keep him company. On the campus of this school 
a marble slab stands to mark the spot where David was 
captured by the Union soldiers. The entire school grounds 
and property are considered a shrine to David’s memory. 


BRONZE STATUE 


On the grounds of the Little Rock City Park stands a 
handsome bronze statue of the boy martyr. A granite 
monument to his memory adorns the campus of Old St. 
John’s College. A simple stone shaft, surrounded by David 
O. Dodd roses marks his grave in Mt. Holley Cemetery. 


ANDREW JOSEPH OWEN 


ANDREW JOSEPH OWEN (Dec. 29, 1849), oldest living 
member of the Owen family, is, and always has been, a 
small man in size and stature, never tipping the scales at 
much more than 100 pounds. However, his popularity 
among his relatives, due largely to his own attitude of lov- 


- Ing concern for any and all who are kin to him, makes him 


stand out among all the relatives as favorite uncle and 
cousin. He has a consuming desire to know and love his 
many relatives wherever they are to be found, and the re- 
sponse to his affectionate manner is shown in a unanimous 
and joyful reception into all of their homes, where he is 
greeted with a kiss by all, from the youngest to the oldest. 
(If the germs transmitted by kissing were as potent as 
some fear, “Uncle Joe’? would long ago have been claimed 
by them.) He has only five descendants, but he finds joy 
in being father and grandfather to the hundreds of Owen 
relatives in his sphere of influence. 


“Uncle Joe” has a keen sense of humor which he uses 
with splendid effect in building up friendships. This trait, 
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coupled with his spirit of humility and approachableness, 
makes him the life of the party on many occasions. In 
speaking of his sisters’ and cousins’ numerous progeny, 
he remarked dryly, “I’m a small potato and few in a hill.” 
He has a most unusual faculty for self-forgetfulness. The 
complaints of old age seem to be entirely lacking. Those in 
company with him, far from being burdened by a childish 
old man, are constantly aware that they are being helped 
and lifted up by his kindly, considerate ways. Truly he is 
younger in spirit than most of us, though he may be many 
years our senior. 


Andrew Joseph, third child of Shadrach and Martha Ann 
Owen was born in the Moab community west of Lexington, - 
Lee County, Texas, December 29, 1849. Both of his parents 
died within a few months when Joe was only eleven years 
old. From Lydia, 15, to Willie, an infant in arms, the seven 
children must be placed in homes wherever such homes 
could be arranged for them. Though very young, Lydia 
found her home in marriage to Mr. Sims, who took four- 
year-old Ella to live with them in Shreveport, Louisiana. 
Molly lived awhile in the home of Grandpa Wilson, then 
went with Ann to live with their aunt Lydia Dodd, Jackson, 
Mississippi. Both Ann and Molly became dissatisfied and 
departed to live with their sister Lydia in Shreveport. 
Robert, 6, first went to Jackson, Mississippi, but later be- 
came apprenticed to the newspaper at Vicksburg, Missis- 
sippi. Willie was legally adopted into the home of Robert 
and Margaret Flannigan, but lived only four years. “Uncle 
Joe,” meanwhile, lived five years with an old bachelor, 
Andrew Beard, in the Moab community. At the end of that 
period he grew tired of the bachelor’s home and went to 
the home of Robert and Margaret Flannigan who had only 
recently lost in death their adopted son, Willie, Joe’s broth- 
er. After three years in this home Joe’s unmarried sisters, 
Molly, Ann, and Ella, returned from Shreveport. He rented 
a small farm from Grandpa Wilson and lived two years in 
Dr. Wilson’s yard. Then he bought a place near-by where 
he took care of his sisters, which now included the widowed 
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sister, Lydia, until they were gone to homes of their own. 
Then at the age of 31 he himself married. “Uncle Joe” 
attributes his being brought into the Hugh Wilson com- 
munity to the providence of God. All he holds dearest from 
those days—his religious faith and his rich experience with 
the church — he feels are his by reason of the masterful 
personality and godly influence of Hugh Wilson. He united 
with the church under Dr. Wilson’s pastorate in 1866, was 
made a deacon October 11, 1870, and an elder October 19, 
1878, so that he now has a record of official service to 
the church of 70 years. 


Mr. Owen has lived in Hico, Eliasville, Dimmitt, Coa- 
homa, Uvalde and Los Angeles. At Hico his first wife 
died. At Dimmitt he was married again to Miss Alice 
Shive, who lived only a few years thereafter. At every 
place he has made and left behind a host of loyal and de- 
voted friends. It is impossible to estimate the number of 
children who have been christened in his honor. Wherever 
the name Joe or Joseph appears in the Owen genealogy, 
the chances are that he is the person for whom the child 
was named. There are others among friends who do not 
appear in this genealogy who were named in his honor. 


He made 71 crops since beginning to farm at the age of 
11, and the last one produced one of the best yields of his 
career, but he says, “It wore me out.” However, since his 
retirement in 1920, he has kept active with a home garden 
and cultivating flowers around the house. With the death 
of his oldest daughter, Ada Devine, April 30, 1940, he ac- 
companied his other daughter, Mrs. Blanche Griffiths, to 
her home in Los Angeles, California, making the trip with- 
out mishap in his 91st year. His godly life and benign in- 
fluence are a benediction to all who know him. If he never 
returns to his native state of Texas, his many acquaint- 
ances and kinspeople will always hold him in fond remem- 
brance and in loving reverence. 


It was the custom of the Uvalde Presbyterian Church to 
honor Mr. Owen on the occasion of each of his birthdays 
for many years. The party held on his 90th birthday last 
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December 29, was in many ways the best of all, and re- 
flected the high esteem and affectionate regard in which 
the church of which he had been for so long a member 
held him. Quoting the Uvalde daily paper: ‘He is the oldest 
member of the Presbyterian church and its senior elder, 
and is greatly loved by all. His devotion and loyalty to his 
church has been an inspiration throughout the years, and 
his gentle Christian character a benediction to both pastor 
~ and people.” 


IRWIN LAMAR CUNNINGHAM 


IRWIN LAMAR CUNNINGHAM (March 28, 1876 - Oct. 8, 
1909), a great-grandson of Hugh Wilson, was a spiritual 
descendant of that great man as well as by blood. He was 
a remarkably consecrated youth, dedicating his life to the 
ministry at an early age. The oldest of ten children in the 
W. W. Cunningham family, Irwin exercised a powerful in- 
fluence on his younger brothers and sisters, leading the 
way to mental and spiritual achievements which often 
proved the despair of those who tried to emulate him. In 
his fourth year at Austin College he was hindered by ill 
health from finishing his course — a stomach ailment which 
had bothered him for many years seemed to hound him 
most violently when he attempted to study. Leaving Austin 
College in 1903, he engaged in Home Mission work in 
Parker and Young counties during which time he was 
happily married to Ella Sari Weaver. In the fall of 1905 he 
returned to the Austin Theological Seminary where again 
his studies were cut short by a recurrence of stomach 
trouble. In the spring of 1906 he accepted Home Mission 
‘work at Lubbock, where in April he was licensed to preach 
by the El Paso Presbytery. He was reported to have re- 
marked after the laying on of hands, “I have been on the 
mountain top; now I am ready to go and cast out devils.” 

Soon again he fell victim to an attack of his diseased 
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stomach, and as if from death itself he finally recovered 
early in 1907. He was transferred to the smaller and less 
taxing field of Knox City where he rendered a most fruitful 
year of service. It was in 1907 that he was ordained to the 
full work of the ministry. In 1908 he accepted a call to the 
strategic gate-city of Denison where he seemed to regain 
unusual strength and gave full proof of his ministry in the 
midst of a needy and important Home Mission field. In May, 
1909, a call from Eliasville urged him to come to his home 
town to minister to his relatives and old boyhood friends 
as pastor. His acceptance was reluctant, but finally he and 
his wife and son, Lamar, moved into the old manse, made 
sacred by many an experience of fellowship with former 
pastors and their families. A glorious but short pastorate 
followed. His health gave way completely, and his ministry 
was performed under the most trying and painful suffering 
of his entire career. He seemed to accomplish the impos- 
sible as he fulfilled his duties with inspired effectiveness, 
despite excruciating pain. He was taken to Dallas for an 
operation. This revealed a badly distorted and ulcerated 
stomach. When he became aware of certain death, he glad- 
ly gave the doctors his permission to conduct a post-mortem 
examination of his body which might assist them in treat- 
ing this type of disease about which they seemed to be in 
the dark. On October 8, 1909, he passed away in St. Paul’s 
Hospital, Dallas, shouting his praises to God, and inviting 
his physicians and nurses to meet him in heaven. 

The funeral services were held in the Eliasville Presby- 
terian Church at the eleven o’clock hour on Sunday, at the 
very hour he would have been preaching to his congrega- 
tion if he had not been interrupted by death. No eye was 
dry as Rev. S. J. McMurry of Graham, and Rev. R. A. 
Stewart, local Methodist pastor, paid the last tributes of 
love and affection to the deceased. It was the largest con- 
gregation ever to assemble in that place. Old and young 
of every denomination filed by the casket to view for the 
last time his face, glorified by suffering, and to deposit each 
a flower upon his grave.

42 OWEN FAMILY HISTORY 


Many messages of sorrow came to his widow at the news 
of his death, for in each place of his ministry he left a 
great number of loyal friends. Editorials in the press paid 
tribute to his memory. The Y.M.C.A. at Austin College, 
which he had helped to establish while a student there, 
adopted resolutions of sympathy and respect. The Chroma- 
scope, student annual for 1910, was dedicated to Irwin, the 
dedicatory page carrying his picture and a beautifully writ- 
ten tribute to his outstanding student career in Austin 
College. A member of his Eliasville congregation remarked 
that Irwin’s death came at the age of 33, which correspond- 
ed to the age of his Master at death on the cross. To many 
he was nearer the embodiment of Christ on earth than any 
person they had known, and it seemed more than a coinci- 
dence that his death should occur at the same age. 
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
